to fear it would do for the university 
students 
nor does it unfit them for 
life in tile outside world, should they 
leave the army, as some of them do. 
The opponent of m ilitary training 
says thai "A course of study in mil 
ita ry tactics leads to a company, ti 
battalion and a brigade of carolling 
and uniformed students." 
It also in 
the latter days of the Confederacy 
led to a battalion of young men who 
on various 
occasions 
demonstrated 
that they had learned the lesions of 
patriotism , obedience to superior or 
ders and of how to die for their coun­ 
try. 
Is It too 
much 
to ask 
lf the 
student who 
opposes 
the 
m ilitary 
training 
is us well equipped 
if bls 
country were to be forced into war 
The trouble w ith so m any students 
is that they bowl too much about the 
college spirit, independence, sell gov 
em in en t and the like, without rem .'rn 
boring that they were sent to the uni­ 
versity to study and to equip them 
selves for future life, not to rule the 
universe while they are securing an 
education. 
It is precisely 
this 
class 
which 
objects so much to discipline and to 
the restraints 
of 
m ilitary 
training 
that needs them the 
most. 
Those 
who chafe at restraint alw ays make 
tile most trouble for the 
d rill 
ser­ 
geant. but sometimes they 
end 
by 
being among flu* best soldiers. 
The object of the m ilitary training 
proposed for the state university is 
not to destroy this so-called sell gov­ 
ernm ent of the students, but to pre­ 
pare them for use to their country 
should the country need them.

self-government of the students is ot 
so slight importance 
to anyone

earth, even the students, that no one 
outside of
